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SPAIN'S ARMY IN CUBA.

At the close of 1896 there were
200,000 Spamish soldiers in Cuba.
These were, even at that lime, poor-
iy paid, poorly equipped for aclive
<ampaigning, and without a' commis-
sarint. as it would be understood in
this county, or in Germany or Great
Britain. Ina eampaign against the
insurgents the troops making a fight
were compelled to return within
twenty-four hours to a fortified town
or camp. No provision was made
excepl the last campaign inauguor-
ated by General Weyler for extend.
ed cperations in the fiell. The sol-
cliers were clad as a rule in linen
suits, with shoes that did not stand
‘the wear and tear of marching, and
even a short campaign put them in
famentable condition.

In bis last campaign in 1897 Gen-
eral Weyler put into the field 36,000
effective troops, moving these in six
different columns against the insur-
gents. At the close of 1897 the in-
surgent government cliimed fhat
there were not more than 70,000
effective Spanish troops in Cuba.
These were concentrated in and
abont Havana, Matanzas, and other
cities on the coast, Only three in-
terior towns were occupied at that
time. These wete held as a matter
<l pride rather than &f strategic im-
portance, and . it was suid thet in
their attempt to hold Bayamo and to
supply it with munitions of war and
provisions the Spaniards bad lost
¥ully 5,000 men.

In Janusry of this year it was
stated that if Cuba ‘were blockaded
Jisy a hostile power the Spanish army
vwould be compelled to evacuate or
ssurronder within two weeks, Al
uost everything that 1s necessary for

‘the support of the army is brought
from Spain, the United States, or
‘Mexico. The troops are well sup-
iplied with ammunition, but they
have never been on full rations, and
:a'faw aronths ago fully one-third of
Wbe army was in the hospital or on
the sick list. To say nothiug of the
insargent army, which is probably
40,000 strong, the Spanish army in
QOulbs could not stand a long siege.
Tt is. not made up of veteran troops,
but mainly of young men who were
Borried away from Spain without
much military training.

e do not think the Astoria con—
wvention scted wisely 1n casting out
tbe anti - Simon delegation from
Multnomah county in the waj that
it did; but that is peither here por
there at this time. However, the
wvictorious faction should not seek to
rab the wounds. Tnhe Republican
party has a fight on its hands in the
coming campaign.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE
MILITIA.

The following from the Oregonian
will be of interest to militiamen, who
are_under the imoression that they
are not subject tn tke call of the
president:

“Every man between the ages of
18 and 45. who is nol incladed in
the exemptions provided for by law,
is a national militiaman, subject to
the orders of the chief executive of
the nation. National Guardsmen
have asserterd that they were enlisted
for service In their own state slcne,
and that any service outside of the
state must be purely voluntary. but
this opinion iz cleaily an error, for
the federal constitution is supreme,
and no state can so amendl the con-
stitution and laws of the United
States so that s man can be a mem-
ber of the state mililin for bis own
private ends and the ends of the
state, but nol a member for national
purposes.

“The United States supreme court
says:

* »Qur understanding is the organ-
ization of the active militia (National
Guard) of the state contorms exactly
Lo " the definition usnally given of
Whatever the respective
states have made their organized
militia 10 be. that i5 the militia that
ihe president may call into the ser-
vice ot the United. States. When'
the militis passes into Lhe service of
the United States, it comes under Lhe
military law, and the president, as
commander-in-chief, can determine
finally what it shall do and where it
shall go. Onece in service, mililia-
men are subject in nll respects to the
same control as men of the regular
Army.

“The consl.ltntlon of the United
States says that congress shall have
power ‘to provide for organizing,
'arming and disciplining the ‘militia,
and for govtmhg such part of them

CONGRESS AND WAR.

Taken altogether, coungress has
acted with a great deal of patriotism
in the Spanish trouble. Barring a
few indiscreet speeches and unecalled.
for criticism of the president, the
members generally h.ue acted in o
counservative, d:spﬁssmnn!c manner.
The senate and house have agieed
upon a reselution which amounts. in
its. purport, to a declaration of war,
and this resolution the president is
expected to sign today.

This completes’ the second stage
in the affair, the first having been
the diplomatic negotiations carried
on between Washington and Madrid.
. As lns been trequently ssid, un
less Spain completely back down,
war is a certainly, and it is gratify-
ing to note the ease and quickness
with which the United States has
prepared itself for the conflict. We
{do not believe that the struggle will
continue long, nor that much blood
will be shed. Spain may put up a
show of }esislance, but it is written
in the fates that she i= a moribund
country, and unable to cope with the
fresh vigor of the West.

Whatever may come, this nation
will have tie consolation that it did
nothing hastily, but only resorted to
arms after provocation unenduorable,

THE FINANCIAL PROBLEX.

War or peace ulike demands a
final settlement of the financial prob.
lem which has vexed the - people
since the agitation for free silver ob.
taiced a foothold in the federal leg-
islature, says the Indépendént.. We
cannot couct upon always being the
creditor of the outside world: on
having famines abroad and surploses
at home; on keeping at bome the
gold produced from our mines and
bringing here stores from the vaults
of Europe. The great gold stiength
of the national treasury, built up
since the sound monpey victory of
1896, must be conserved. The bank-|-
ing facilities of the country need en-
largement in some directions snd
mote elasticity throughout. War
should not blindus to the imperative
need of c~urrency reform; peace
should be utilized for the greater
faeilitating of the work.

The hope of international bimetal-
lism must be deferred by its advo
cales for a long time. It is ochvious-|
ly impracticoble when the trend of
events and influencesip the British
Empire is pointing toward the prob-
ably introduction of the gold stand-,
ard in India before many years-—
gerhaps months. The rising of the
Cuban specter brought to a balt the
efforts of the party in power at
Washington to devise an acceptable
plan for securing the foundations of
our financial system,

Yet the doty of the nation in this
regard should not be wholly aban-

ernment and the people must spare
some time from the forging of can-
non snd the buying of warships to
the great domestic problems of rail-
road regulalion, revenue raising and
currepey correction, without the solv-
ing of which pesce will never briné
the fullest messure of prosperity,
nor even war, however soccessful,
lenve the slrongest pawer of recu-
peration. '

As stated in the special dispatch
to Tue CHroXCLE today, congress
has adopted a joint resolution favor-
ing armed 1ntervention in Spain, but
not recognizing the independence of
the Cuban republic. The resolution
as passed 1s ewinedtly a wise one.
and i§ complelely in accord with
President McKinley's views. Whh
the American people bave long de-
sired bas come, and Spain will be
Thurled from off the Western Hemis-
phere becanse of ber utter inhuman
ity.

say, needlessly. From the time when
Le leaves his quarters in answer toan
slarm notil he returns, he takes a risk
that may at any moment set him
fice to foce with death in its most cruel
form. He needs nothing so much asa
clenr head; and nothing is prized so
mghly, nothing puts him so sorely in
the line of promection; for us he ad-
vapces in rank and responsibility. the
Lives of others, as well as his own, come
te depend on his judgment. The act
of conspicuous dariag which the world
applauds is oftenest to the fireman a
matter of simple duty that had to be
done in that way because there was no
other. Nor is it always, or even usaal-
ly, the hardest duty, ns he sees it, It
came easy {o bim because he is an ath-
lete trained to do such things, and be-
cause once for all it is easier to risk
one's life in the open, in the sight of
coe’s fellows, than to face death alone,
conght like a rat ina trap. That is the
read peril which he knows too well, but
of that the public hears only when he
has fought his last fight, and lest.
How literally our everyday” security
—of which we think, if we think of it at
all, as 4 mere matter of course—is built
upon the supreme sacrifice of these de- |
voted men, we realize nt long intervals, |
when a disaster occurs such as the
one in which Chief Bresnan and Fore-
man Rooney lost their lives threo years
ago. They were crushed 1o death un-
der the great water tank in a Twenty-
fourth street factory that was on fire.
Tts supports bad been burned away. An
examination thet was then made of the
waler tanks in the eity discovered 8,000
that were either wholly unsupported,
except by the roof beams, or propped
on timbers, and therefore a direct men-
nee, not only to the firemen when they
were calied there, but dnil)‘ to those
living under them. It is not pleasant
to add that the department’s just de-
mand for a law that should ‘ccmpel
landlords either to build tanks on the
wall or on iron supports bas not been

heeded yet; but that is, unhappily, an

a'd story.

Seventeen years ago the collapse of a
Broadway building during a fire con-
vinced the community that stone pil-
lcrs were unsafe as supports, The fire
was in the lmsement, and the firemen
had turned thé hose on, When the
water struck the hot granite coiumns
they c¢racked and fell, 2nd the building
f¢!l with them. There were upon the
roof at the time a dozen men of the
crew of trick company No. 1, chop-
ping holes for smoke vents. The ma-
jority clung to the parapet, and hung
taere till resened. Two went down
into the furnace from which the flames
shot up 20 feet when the roof broke.
One, Fireman Thomas 1. Dougherty,
was o wearer of the Bennett medal, tao.
His foreman apswers ou parade day,
when his name is called, that he “disd
on the ficld of duty.” These, at all
events, did oot die In vain. Stone col-
umns are not now used in supports for
buildings in New York.

So one might go on quoting the perils
of.the firemen as so many steps for-
ward for the better protection of the
rest of us. It was the burning of the
St. George flats, and more recent.y of
the }[nnhaxmn bank, in which a dozen
men re disabled, that siamped the
aver. fireproof construction as
faulty and largely delusive. One might
¢ven go further, and say the fireman’s
risk increases in the ratio of our prog-
ress or convenience. The water-tanks
came with the very high buildings

which in themselves offer problems to
the fire fighters that have not yet been

solved. The very airshafts that were
hailed as the first advance in tenement

house building added enormously fo
the fireman's work and risk, as well is
to the risk of evéryone dwelling under
thé roofs by acting as so many huge
chimneys that carried the fire to the
cpen windows opening upon them in
every story. More than haif of al i1 the
fires in New York occur in tenement
houses. When the tenement house
commission of 1594 sat in this city.
considering means” of making them
safer nnd better, it received the most

proctical he.p and advice from the fire-
men, especiaily from Chief Prespan,
whose death cecurred only a few days
after he bid testified as a witness. The
